Bishop James 
Cannon Dies 
at Chicago 


Chicago, Sept. G — l.-Pi — Bishop 


James Cannon, Jr., 71), Methodist 
churchman who 
gained 
national 


prominence through his work 
for 


the defeat of Alfred E. Smith for 
the presidency in 1928, dieil today 
in Wesley Memorial Hospital. 


The bishop had come to Chicago 


for n meeting of the anti-saloon 
league, an organization in which he 
was active for years. He became 
ill last week and 
was 
removed 


from his hotel to the hospital. 


For a considerable portion of his 


lifetime Bishop Cannon was
